“To distribute or sell” is defined
under FIFRA section 2(gg) and its implementing regulation at 40 CFR 152.3.

Should you wish to add/retain a reference to the company’s website on your label, then please be
aware that the website becomes labeling under the Federal Insecticide Fungicide and Rodenticide
Act and is subject to review by the Agency. If the website is false or misleading, the product
would be misbranded and unlawful to sell or distribute under FIFRA section 12(a)(1)(E). 40
CFR 156.10(a)(5) list examples of statements EPA may consider false or misleading. In addition,
regardless of whether a website is referenced on your product’s label, claims made on the
website may not substantially differ from those claims approved through the registration process.
Therefore, should the Agency find or if it is brought to our attention that a website contains false
or misleading statements or claims substantially differing from the EPA approved registration,
the website will be referred to the EPA’s Office of Enforcement and Compliance.
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Your release for shipment of the product constitutes acceptance of these conditions. If these
conditions are not complied with, the registration will be subject to cancellation in accordance

with FIFRA section 6.

DIRECTIONS FOR USE
It is a violation of Federal law to use this product in a manner inconsistent with its labeling.

Use Restrictions: This product may only be used to control pocket gophers (Geomys spp.,
Thomomys spp., and Pappogeomys spp.) in subterranean applications only in rangelands,
pastures, croplands and non-crop areas. Do not apply this product by use of mechanical burrow
builder. Do not apply this product above ground over agricultural crops or anywhere else. Do
not apply directly to food or feed crops.

Do not apply this product in a way that will contact workers, other persons, pets, or domestic
animals. Keep pets and other people out of the area during application.

Baiting: Remove burrow plug from flat side of burrow fan or locate main runway by probing
with a metal rod or wooden stick. Resistance on probe will decrease when you are in the main
runway. Insert 1 teaspoon of bait into burrow system, using a long-handled spoon if necessary.
Close tunnel with soil. Do not permit soil to cover bait. One pound of bait will treat 1-8 acres,
depending upon number of burrow systems to be treated. Retreat according to above directions
if new gopher activity is noticed.

STORAGE AND DISPOSAL
Do not contaminate water, food, or feed by storage or disposal.
Pesticide Storage: Store in original container in a dry place. Store in locked area out of reach of
children.
Pesticide Disposal: Pesticide wastes are acutely hazardous. Improper disposal of excess
pesticide, spilled bait, or rinsate is a violation of Federal Law. Ifthese wastes cannot be disposed
of by use according to label instructions, contact your State Pesticide or Environmental Control
Agency, or the Hazardous Waste representative at the nearest EPA Regional Office for
Guidance.
